HE only explanation which is conceived necessary, to render the 
scheme of the following Calendur fully understood, is that the Christian 
months indicated at the top of each page, divide the Nativ.e months 
as they appear, represented in the space below allotted to their names; 
January, for example, partakes of the Hindoo months, Marroo, 
Polish and Magh ; Guzeratt, Duxun and Concan, Margashirsh and 
Poush; and Malabar, Dbanuh and Magaram ; the Parses months 
Shaenahoyee, Teer and Am->ordad ; Kudmee, Amoordad and 9haraver; 
and the date of Nowroz 126 to 156 ; and the Mahominedan months 
Zilliuz ami Mohurrum. 

From the Columns is to be collected that the 1st of January corres¬ 
ponds with the 8th of Poush Vud, Maroo ; and the 8th of Margnshirsh 
Vud, Guzeratt, Duxun and Concan ; and the 20th of Dhanuh Malabar ; 
the 6lh of '4'eer Shuenshoyee, the Oth of Amoordad Kudmee ; and the 
126 day of Nowroz, or Kudmee ; and the 21st of Zilhuz Mahoinme- 
dan ; and so throughout the year. 

*It may here be observed that the Hindoo Lunar months invariably 
consist of 30 Titbees, or Lunar days ; and the whole month is divided 
into two eoual parts, of 15 Tithees each: the one called Shookla 
Puksh, or Snood ; the bright hulf. or increase of the moon . the other, 
the Krishna Puksh, or Vud, the dark half or decrease of the Moon.— 
The Lunar month begins on the western side of India, and south of 
the Nurvuda river, with the first day of the Shookla Puksh, (shood 
prutipuda) or bright half of the Moou.—At Benares, Oojain, and the 
countries north of the Nurvuda, the lunar month begins with the first 
day of the Krishna Puksh, (Vud prutjpudaj or dark half of the Moon. 
—The first, is designated the Shookladee mode of reckoning; and the 
latter, the Krishnadee.—The lunar year begins with the first day of 
the Shookla Puksh, or bright half of the Moon in Chytr, both north 
4and south of the Nurvuda, in every country in India : out as the dark 
Jhalf of the Moon precedes the other, or Shookla Puksh, at Benares, 
the half lunar month of Chytr if taken from the last lunar month 
the year preceding, and considered to belong to it. 

It has been already stated the lunar month invari%bly consists of 30 
Tithees or lunar days, but it has been customary with all eastern na¬ 
tions, in order to regulate their fasti and Festivals, to drop certain lu¬ 
nar days, and to reckonggpers twice, to make up the deficiency: the 
first of these are termeuny the Hindoos, Kshuva- Tithees (perisha- 
i^ble'days,) and the days repeated twice are called Vridh Titbees, (ad¬ 
ditional days.) The rule of these is exceedingly simple.—Those lunar 
days OP which the sun does not rise, (Sooryoduyu nuheen) are struck 
, out, those in which it rises twice are vridh, or additional : and it is 
obvious that such eircunistances will occur about 6 times in the course 
of the lunar yea& * 

There are at present two Branches of the Parsees, who differ one 
month in the year from each other ; those that forward one month in 



their year are styled Kudmees, and the rest Staaenshoyeci,—The pre¬ 
sent scheme embraces the Parsee ^Sra of Yezdezerd, commonly styled 
Kudmee or Dureeayee Nowroz, or Sea reckoning the same being made 
use of in all nautical calculations among the Asiatic Mariners, the new 
year of which always commences on the 1st day of Fiirverdeen, the 
Kudmee reckon the new year and the Dureeayee Nowioz to fall on 
the 29th of August, one month earlier limn the commencement of the 
Sbaenshoyees’ new year.—It also embraces the Parsee /Eia of Yezde- 
zerd, commonly called Shaenshoyee, the new year of which generally 
begins on thelstdayof Furverdeen, the Shaenshoyee compute the 
new year to commence irom the 28tli of September, a month later than 
the commencement of the Kudmees newear. 

The first day of Mohurrum, or the commencement of the year, is or¬ 
dinarily reckoned from the first appearance ol the Moon nftei the con¬ 
junction observed from eminences of any sort, or even in cloudy wea¬ 
ther from the time at which, but for these obstacles, it would he visi¬ 
ble; and this can scarcely happen earlier than 24, or later than 48 
hours after the conjunction.-—Alter this manner, each several mfioili is 
reckoned, and the lapse of 12 such months, constitutes the Mahomme- 
dan year. 

We have also endeavoured to discriminate the Feasts and Festivals 
of each Nation by different soits of Type ; the Hindoos for example, 
We have distinguished by Homan small letters, ns Poush Shood ; the 
name of the Malabar month by Itomau capitals, os MAG A It AM ; the 
Parsees by thesnfall capitals, as Amoohdau ; and the Maliommedan, 
by Italic small letters, as Mohurrum .

Situation and Kxtknt.— The presidency of Bombay comprises'the Western 
part of the British possessions hi India. It is bounded on the West by 
the Arabian Sea, on the sooth by Canara, on the north by Ha}pootann t 
and on the east by the dominions of the Nizam and the Mahrattas, It 
contains SO,438 square miles and 0,’-<51,540 Inhabitants, 

Govbrnmbnt.— The affairs of Government are conducted by the OovtMyior and' 
three Members' of Council, one of Whom is Commander-in-Chlef, In 
eieiy thing the presidency of Bombay (like Madras,) is subor^ate to the 
Supreme Government, namely, the Governor General ol Indiana Council. 

Climate.—I t isin general healthy Hnd in one respect possesses advantages over 
the other presidencies, in nearl^ if* whole extent being under thegenl* 
al influence of the Seabreeze. The annual mean temperature ia less 
than prevails in Bengal and Madras. The hills called Mabableshwur 
form the Sanatorium of the presidency and constitute a delightful retreat 
dicing the hot season. During the mensonn, Poona, situated above the 
Ghauts, Is also an agreeable place of resort front the unhealthiness which 
prevails at Jew altitudes during the rains.

Bombay owes its whole Importance am! advancement to the Rngllrb and the 
-disadvantages both in respect ol Geographical situation and the political cir¬ 
cumstances of Surat, for many years the emporium of Britisn India- The latter 
cause indeed operated must strongly hi directing the selection of Bombay, a* 
the exactions of the great Mo.>iil mid hit officers, notwithstanding the ttrmau 
possessed by the Company, were so excessive and the incursions of the Mahrat- 
las, at winch the great Mogul winked, so frequent, that to save themselves from 
oppression on the one hiind ami M-ihraita aggression on the other, the English 
wrre solicitous to possess a place winch they could fortify and render secure 
by Hie aid of European turtles and works- 

7 he island of Bombay originally consisted of several smaller ones which were 
tributary to the Hujuh ofS.dsetfo, and ilerived their child value from being 
the i esort of various kind «l fishes then esteemed and si ill considered vuluablo 
articles oi food, which lesnrted t<» the shouls that, al the period in question, 
^more than eight hundred yenrl Hgo,) distinguished Bombay, and afforded to tho 
finny tribes ample and secure reireais tor the purposes of spawning, \tthat pe¬ 
riod tlm several Wes now interact ted were comparatively Insignificant, Saisetta 
and Muliim were ilie principal Islands of the urchiuelaiio. The latter Island, and 
several smaller onc^of which not eviti bite names have been preserved, are now 
united; the low lands farmed by the retrocession ut the sea constitute one Is¬ 
land of several iboussnd acres, through which range two irregular hills that 
stietch across the isl->nd iiearlv longitudinally, and near these run a few dis¬ 
tributed inns ol lalerite extending frout point to point. Tbs elevated spots be¬ 
tween which the sea used to pass Inely, leaving an extended bank at low water, 
are connected by a fertile plum of rich alluvia, of moderate depth, covered with 
Coroanht, male date trees, ami other exoik-s peculiar to the mainland. 

We have remarked that the situation of Bombay strongly recommended It 
to the discernment of Europeans as an emporium for trade: internal resources, 
it possessed scarce any ; the inhabitants being chiefly dependant on* Salseita 
and the Conrans for urain and other articles or domestic consumption. 
For comuieilai operations it was considered to possess eiuiioent advantages. 
Its proximity to tiie mainland wiving toil a facility of cuamunicatiett wit4 
all ike different points of the extensive 'Western coast, with the shores of Persia 
and Arabia/ and an itura-lndus communication with central AMs. Its local 
advantages are no less valuable, since it is easily defended, possesses a commo¬ 
dious and 'ovfe harbour, whilst the rise of the tide is so superior to what prevails 
in any other psit of British India us to allow the construction of docks only 
excelled by the Hoyal establishments in England. 

The derivation of iiombny is usually considered to owe Its origen to the 
Appellation by which its principal Hindoo pagoda was known, namely Mooruba- 
davetr, which was situat'd on what is now called the Esplanade, and was removed 
to or rather rebuilt on tiie present site about eighty years ago, we believe at the 
•tost of the ruling Government at whose instance Uie ohl building wtw demolished. 
1 he moat proliable way of accounting fur iu starae is afforded by the Portuguese, 
mho were i<sffr»t European visitors tt tiie end of the fllteenrb century mid by 
whom it was ihm called, and still retains the appellation, Hombaim, or good 
Bay ; a signification which singularly enough not only accords with lie hydro¬ 
graphical character, but is also allotted to it by the Guxvrattees, and one which 
whether from aeddeut or design corresponds with the native name of the 
place, supposing it to have been sailed after the Chief pagoda, -a practise which 
geawslly obtains lit India.

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What Bombay was during tin', reign or its native princes, Its first conqueror# 
and their auceeasora the Blmngules and Mahomed ana, nlternnUdy exercising 
sovereignty within its limits and tin* islands mined lately surrounding it, wo 
have suvh sranty materials to which access can bo obtained through the medium 
t>t the native languages that iU s-tate, tcsoiuccs, and commercial transnciion#, if 
any were carried on, are beyond onr nteaus of ascertamiiig. It was not until 
1&3U when its cession was Jianted to the Portuguese by a fihongule Chief of 
Salsette, ot whose principality oi btate it formed a subordinate part, that it 
forces itself upon ouratfentwn , mid even at that early period in the settlement 
and trade of tliePortugueMi its importance for commercial purposes,was unknown 
save as a haven distinguished tor its safety, the hospitality and the good feel¬ 
ing evinced by its native mlnhitanta to the nlcrchai.t-Cuptains of the Viceroy# 
cf Portugal.* This desideratum lecommended it to llio attention o» the Eng¬ 
lish, who uncounted with the PortuiMicso for the ue.-.ly acquired settlement and.

“On the 23rd of December. 1683, Captain Richard Kegwin, wbo commanded 
the Company's parrlsou, assisted by Eosigu Thompson kiid others, seised on Mr. 
Ward,the deputy-governor, and such mem ben of the council as adhered tdbiffl* 
and assumed tbe g; wnmeut The garrison, consisting of l&O English soldiers, 
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sad SOOfftpaavts, were joined by tbe inhabitant* of 1 he island, nf n rWtrd Cap 
Tain Kegwin governor, und decmied they would only ucknovvhdgeth'- king’* aut¬ 
hority, although, In the interval betwixt the acquisition of tbc islund and ibi» pe¬ 
riod, the East India Company hud expended 300,0001. at Bombay on fortifica¬ 
tion)) and improvement*. 

“In 1681-5, Captain Kcgwin nego« wte.l a tiouty with Rajah Sambajcc, from 
whom he recovered 1 * 2 , 01)0 pagoda* due to the Com puny ; and on the 10th of No¬ 
vember, 16^4, he surreudered the iiiland to Sir Tliomuft Grantham, on condition 
of a general pardon to himself arid his aiihertnfd. fie had not, it appears, cm- 
bmled and of the Company** money in the fort, which was restored to them en¬ 
tire, but had subsisted on tbe retinues of the island. 

"In hide, the seat of tbe Kulisli government was ordered to be transferred from 
Rnr*t to Bombay,nod next year, 8ir John Child dying, the office of Piesident 
devolved <on IMr. Harris, then a prisoner atUuiat, but released l*v tho Mogul go¬ 
vernor next year 

“In 1688*}), tbe siddhee’s fleet (Mogul's admiral) invaded Bombay, and got 
possession of Mabcm, Muzngon, and 8ion,»i>d kept tbe governor and garrison 
besieged in the town and castic. An order was sopn after obtained from Auf- 
engxebe, directimr tbe sidhee to Withdiaw bis troops ; but tbc evacuation did hot 
take place until the ‘22d of J une, 1090, when the lands belonging to the Portu¬ 
guese Jesuits were seized, they hating been Retire in promoting the views ol the 
efddee during the im anion. 

"In 1091-55, the population of Bombay was much reduced by the plague, of tho 
civil servants only thine remaining nine ; and in 160), Sir JubIiuh Uuyer arriv¬ 
ed, as Governor at Bombay ^whtcTi lie found in a disastrous state, piincipally 
a suited by the depredations of the 1 nglish pintles on tin* Mon'il ships, Aureng- 
vebe insisting that nil the loss susuiiiied by his subjects should be made good by 
tbe East India Company. These pn sites in 1098 possessed two frigates, of MO guns, 
off Cape Comorin, under Captain Kidd, who was afterwards taken and hanged t 
•tie of 50, one of 40, arid one of 30 guns, off the Malabar ('oast. 

"In 1608-0, Sir Nicholas YYaltc was iipuointcd resident ufcbuiat, on the part of 
the New or English ( ompanv ; and in 1700, by his intrigues, procured the im¬ 
prisonment of sn John Gayer and Mr Colt, the Old or London Company,a ser¬ 
vants. At this time Bombay was iri a vefy weakly state, and under constant 
alarm of invasion from the Mahurattas, Arabs, or Portuguese. In 1702-3, It 
was again visited by the plague, which carried off many hundreds of the natives, 
and reduced the earrison to 70 men. 

“In 1708, the two ihal Companies having united, Sir Nicholas Waite was dis¬ 
missed, but Fir John flayer, tbe legitimate governor, still continuing in confine 
ment at Surat, Mr. tiidabie wos appointed ; and such was the continued f-eble- 
ttessof the settlement, that the Bombay government this year declined receiving 
an envoy from the King of Persia, for fear he should observe tho weakness oi the 
place, both by sea and land " 

The changes which Bombay has undergone both In its external appearance 
and Internal management have been many ; but the old walls and ways continu¬ 
ed chiefly to exist till within tbe last eighty ur ninety years Abuut eighty years 
ago the residences of European* within the Tort—Scarce one was without—were 
low bungalows now used hs Godewns; above these reared, In what was then 
considered majestic magnificence, Government House (the present Secretariate) 
and the Second House, called so in consequence of the Second member of 
Council occupy log it.’ What are now used as the offices ot tha Civil puy depart¬ 
ment, Commissariat 1 'dtc. was formr ly the Secretariate In which the Chief Sec¬ 
retory resided. There were then two Custom Houses, one situated where it 
is at preterit * the Other, which was us**d for the collection of Petty Cus¬ 
toms, is now tbe Fort Barracks. Until the commencement of the present cen¬ 
tury tbe rate of Customs duty was fixed at Cj percent ;but r&Tdy more than 
1 percent, wtfs paid as the rate was fixed on tbe market value, and tbe Tatter 
was determined by a Punchayet of the Merchants. The Collector of Customs 
received no fixed 5alary,bot* was allowed lb lien a small percentage on ihe 
amount of duties collected. In these" old titties’* the business of ail public

The town within the Jen t is thnuWft mile in length 
liMUl the Ap >llo (Ini* to th« Duzur Gate, and a quarter of u mile in breadth , 
it lasnrroui ded l>y fortification# winch lime been gradually iuipioved in propor¬ 
tion to the growing importance of the place The principal p nd occupied by 
European* is at the iiullli elufiof the town : the bo mm# are limit in a #emi-Ku- 
ropean *tvie equally t‘i*iMnnlnm* but less elegant ifiau the residences of Eu¬ 
ropeans at CrtleuiUof Madia*# The liuuie# are lolly but have a dingy and 
gloomy appemmice. 

The street* nt Bombay are of moderate width ; they a**e nianularnired j *orna 
are watered twice each dnv during the hot weather 'Ihere nra no lainpsin the 
etiewt* at slight 1 riming thetimeot new maori the fort hn« a durk and malan- 
cludv asper t. In the centre of the street* run a Inn. of sewer*; these tire near 
tli* smface end become frequently Injured and stopped op. The liousisut busi¬ 
ness nr** usually in convenient situations, the lower part of tho buildings being ■ ca¬ 
rnally used a* godown*. '1 he shop* fur £11 rope articlesnre few, but, are well im- 
nisliH with merchandize as Tyubjee Bhoymeah*, Bennett and Co., Robot Frith A 
Co., Thomson and Co , Meebajee Abineribhoy, &e The inteiioral tln<*e bazars, 
for so tlmy muv be called, contrast strangely with their external cellar-looking 
appearance ; their contents however will furnish a paper of pins or u cnvriuge by 
the best English maker, a pair of kid gloves ora bundle ol cloth. All tlicde- 
pnrtmcntsof carriage repoxitory, Jewellery, Bijouterie, Milllnciy, Btuilonury, 
Ac. kr. meet, without confusion, u place ol eminence in each store In the wny 
ol ahop fronts but little progress has been made. A hegiuning however, wm set 
by M f sirs. Lloyd Joseph and Co., Dinvgists, whose whioIiousp out |ide arid within 
is not tar behind Butler’s &t. Paul's Church yard. The niurchof improvement hus 
been followed by Messrs Treucherand 0<r who appear resolved not to bn outdona 
by their new rivals. Thccuipentenar, ‘.work-llox nmkera’shoi s nre worthy ol re¬ 
ntal k t th^se are confined to Medows i*mi Forbes’s street 1 *, and their busyin- 
nintes impart ut all times a business like appearance to the town. 

The popoldtion of Bombay is nucti tain and varied. On the opening anil during 
the. trading season there is an li flax of the merchants or tln ir Acents from the 
Deccan, Conkana, Sctnde, Marwar, Moobau, Catwd, Persia, Arubia, Lahore, 
and Central Abu* ; who resort to Bombay and return to their native coun¬ 
tries with 1 the produce of the civilized Globe. The number of this uncer¬ 
tain oi' temporary residents varies from 50,00b to 70,000. .The ordinary 
inhabitant* consist of Europeans, East Indians, Hindoos of all ca*de* and 
Mtthoinmednn from every Country, where Tilainisr'n is pro1e*«ed. That e urn 
«ls» about 10,000 Parsecs (of which number'more than one third are priest*) 
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Jews, Chinese, Armenians, Malays, Ac Nearly every country on the Globe lias 
Us representative at Bombay, each drensed in the costume of li»» country and 
importing to the whole scene a degree of interest and ethnological variety no 
where else to be seen. In IrtttH a census was token ol the population of the is¬ 
land of Bombay, which exhibited 117, Olti as the number of the permanent adult 
population. In a letter from Mr. Warden to the Secretary of Government in ths 
Judicial Department, No. 109of lblVj : “ The population of the Island Ifombav" 
observes Mr Warden 11 is computed in common conversation nt 250,000 souls. 
It will lie observed from the annexed ahsiiact ofihe census (No 1) that itgives 
117,016 adults, to which in a country where everybody is married we may add 
at least an equal number of children, making the whole population by theoemms 
234,032 Or the census may be proved thus There are 22,000 Imuses in Bom¬ 
bay, with at least ten persons, mi an aveiage, in each house; which gives tba 
population at 220,000 persons ” 

The number of the population is now in 1344-6 about 300,000. The Govern¬ 
ment Is about to take u Irtish census, which will put us in possession ot more 
satisfactory information In the meantime we submit the following copy ot the 
official'census-abstract of 1333, which possesses some interest and may be iclied 
on as correct. '1 lie number of men was 03,670.

Since the above period the increased trade of Bombay has caused the inhabi¬ 
tants to be greatly augmented,In all probability the amount has been Increased 
by at least one fourth. 

The Pursee inhabitants livechieflv within the fort or In the immediate neigh¬ 
bourhood of the Auiary without the fort Thu Hindoos live at the Bazar, extrem¬ 
ity of the fort or congregate as near to the temples of Mombadavee and Blnda- 
■wer, as they can. The Mahoinmadan part ot the population reside to the right 
and left of tils Bendy Bazar road. 

On entering Bombay from the sea the appearance is captivating: The number 
of ships and small cruft in the harbour, the extensive pilcof buildings lately 
•reeled by the Merchants on Cnlaba, and the town mid surrounding hills in tha 
distance, impart to the scene an extremely picturesque appearance, hardly born« 
out on closer inspection On tbe land front of the town is the esplanade, a place 
of agraable resort, on which in the hot season bungalows and tents are erected 
and occupied by civilians nnd military visitors at the Presidency. Beyond this, 
at the distance of a mile is the native town, in which tbe principal part of th« 
Hindoos ahd Mohomedffris reside, and which extends nearly two miles by wore 
than a mile in breadth Beyond this, European residents generally reswa in de- 
Uched Bungalow* or noat villas surrounded by gnrdenf* Tbe object# of internet 
will bd^besf. described by presenting each in detail, and this we will do as nearly 
as possible in the order which they present themselves to our view, commencing 
with. 

Tub Eioutuoubb —This is situated at the highest part and at tbe extremity 
of the island of Colaba. The light is visiblc'nearly forty Miles distant, at sea. 

Thk Lunatic Asylum — Is situated near the lighthouse on the opposite 
side of the rosd nnd consists of the Institution, which is built with due regard for 
the security and health of its unfortunate Inmates; the house occupied by the 
•ergeon In charge end outhouses necessary for the establishment. Every care 
is exercised and all human means resorted to for the cure of the mental diseases 
of the patients or the mitigation of their sufferings, by a system of kipd treat¬ 
ment. In addition to the wards for patients sent here by Government 1 here ere 
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rooms for the accommodation of private individuals labouring under mental afflic¬ 
tion, which for cleanliness and general superintendence, are not surpassed by simi¬ 
lar establishments in Knginud. The arrangements of the Asylum may we be¬ 
lieve be seen by vftitot% on application to the Resident Surgeon. There taaUo 
a snuiller asylum about a mile nearer the fort and not far Irom the gun-carriage 
manufactory. 

Tim Obskrvatoht —This building Is close to the Ligbthonse and separated 
from the compound of the latter by a slight fence. The observatory has been 
greatly improved since its institution by the addition to the building of a Lecture 
room, In which Scientific Lectures are given weekly, to the junior officers of the 
navy, Hud open to the public free For this valuable addition, and various im¬ 
portant impiovements in the general arrangement of the establishment, the 
merit is due to George Brist, L.L. D. who is in charge of the Observatory and 
delivers the LectineS accompanying his remarks hy experiments and demon¬ 
strations. Both duties are performed cheerfully ami efficiently without cost to 
the Government. Tile Lectures owe then-origin to some reinatks made by Mr. 
Jenkins and the iillicars under his charge at theOhsei vatory. Government caused 
a Lecture room to be constructed and ordered a sulfieiuicy of apparatus to be 
supplied Tin* regular course,it was proposed, to commence on Wednesday, the 
find of Oct. and close onihelttli of Dec., 1814, he.: muing ut 5 p.m., on the Wed¬ 
nesdays and 5 v. M.on Saturdays, and tube repeated, with such alterations a at* 
were considered expedient, three times a year: the third term ending in May. 
Chemistry was designed to form the sunject ot the Wednesday and Natural Philo¬ 
sophy olthe ftiiturdnyLectures. N atom I History with the application of sclenea 
to the arts, form the subject for Wednesday and Saturday at the conclusion of the 
eonrse. 

The Observatory consists of two well fitted up buildings for the separate pur¬ 
poses of Astronomical, Magn^jp, and Meteorological observation. The Astro- 
iioinlcal Observatory was crecWl 10 or 15 years since and placed in charge of 
Mr. Curnin,now ot the Calcutta Mint. It was rather indifferently supplied with 
Instruments from the first,and tfte best of them were subsequently withdrawn. 
Those presently in use are a three feet transit telescope, bv which the transits of 
from two to six stars are taken every evening j an Altitude amt Azimuth Circle; 
au Astronomical Clock ; and a couple of Refract in Telescopes. A self register¬ 
ing Rrdn and Wind Guage on Mr Ostler’s principle, belonging to the Meteorolo- 
giealdepartment, is in ustf at the Astronomical observatory. The work perform¬ 
ed chiefly relaieB to the rating of the chronometers of the Indian Nnvy.ol which 
there are generally from five to fifteen in charge,and giving time to the shipping 
in the port. This last is effected by two different plans so as to afford »$ much 
accommodation as possible to ship Captains . the flash ot Gunfire ft observed, and 
its error noted and published in the newspaper*, and also written out and hungup 
daily in the Muster Attendant’s Office, mid commercial Heading Rooms, ( to Cor¬ 
rect a watch on board ship by this,It is only necessary that the Gun fire should 
be observed and Its error noted by the chronometer on board: the following will 
give the result. 

Time of gun fire ns seen from the observatory noted by a Chronometer for true 
time say 8*59-5- Time of gun fire as noted from on board by ship’s Chronome¬ 
ter,say*0H, la. 2s.Thir gives error of gun fire <1h 0m. 65s : error of ship’s Chro¬ 
nometer Oh. 1m. 67s. The. other method of (living time to the shipping is by a 
board 3 feet square hoisted to the top of a tali spar seen from the hsrbour over 
the cupola of the Observatory: it ft dropped precisely atone o’clodk Bombay 
mean time. Dr. Buist is efcpresent in charge ot the establishment with ot» per¬ 
manent and one occasional native Assistant; the latter being chiefly employed 
in the other department of the observatory. The Superintendent resides under 
the same roof,about two thirds of the building being occupied as a dwelling 
House,one third as observatory or office The appointment is unsalaried, and 
at present only held provisionally 

The Magnetic and Meteorological Observatory UJccuples q different building 
witbiu the compound : It is, like the other Observatory, under charge of Eft, 
Bulat. It was erected in T840 and first put in operation, In November 1841. The

G HAN'T AN » Co Ml ba BoiMUNoa - These buildings butweia recently aiectad 
and form oue ot tliu great Meicuntile improvements, at the' Pumdeiiey 
undertaken at the cost of some of the meielnnts ot Bomhav largely eng.iged in 
til* shipment of r.nv <ff)t ton. They were cmniniiueed about two yeais ago mid art 
now neatlv completed, Tiieie buildings are the largest erections of tlie kind near 
Bombay, Urey are situated on small Colnba, at about one mile distant from the 
Fort, ami were called alter tiie lamdy mum* uf .1 iormer Governor, Sir ltoherl 
Grant. The Mercantile firms whose others are in the principal building are: 
McVltar Bum and Go ,—W and T Edmond and Go Dirom Hunter ami Co 
T. It. Richmond,—ami CmsHjee Gownajee Sons and Go. There is a very 
aoromodious Bunder hers, lately erected and called Aithur Bunder, alter our 
present worthy Governor SirGeoige Arthur. There are also improved cranes 
for landing and shipping uf Cotton. 

Cor ,aba Causeway - —This Causeway which connects the Islands of Colaha 
with Bombay was erected in the year td'Jrf previous to which tune a teriv was 
established here. The. aoustruction of tins woik is a great improvement, hut it 
is said that as it denies a free passage to the R5e at high water ; the sea has in 
consequence m;id# and continues to make very hpiviuh encroachment u» the 
esplanade and Back Bay, where it lias coinple.Vely swept awav the S ’A Wall which 
formerly existed along the Be ich. The ruusewav is nearly half a mile m length 
by about fifty feet in width, and on e-tchside is a raised footpath for the con- 
lutmenoe ol foot passengers. Tliere is no toll and free passage is allowed to every 
kiud of vehicle proceeding to or (rom the town. 

Apow.o Bot» dbh —This Ha spacious pier built of stone,and, next to the 
Custom House Bunder, is the general place where passengers and merchandize 
are landed or proceed on ship board Each side of curb is protected by iron posts 
and chains to prevent persons from tailing into theses. Here also are several 
Ifcrge and powerful cranes for the lading or unlading of small emit which are 
usually moored alongside the Bunder and convey cotton, &c. to the ship or land 
for the purpose of its being screwed prior to final shipment This useful 
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dcrlsking was constructed at the joint expense oF the Ooverdnirrlt And merchant* 
of Humhav, and completed in 1K40

Tub Cou«t Houak.— in this bnilditigHer Majesty’s Supreme Court of Ju¬ 
dicature is, held, in supem-s-don of the Hecimlcr’s Cumt which formerly 
existed, The Court Hv v nns erected by Colonel Hornby tor lus own 
use. It is not eminently adapted fur a Comt of l,aw in consequence of 
the frequent interruption occatiptuy by m-ises In the Dock Yard This libs 
of lute been remedied during the Ctiminal Sessions hy stopping tire operation# 
of the Worktnerfv einplojed*hnmcdiatcly in front of" the Couit. The sum of 
Rupees ‘2000 is paid monthly lor renting the building. The low«r part,Of 
the edifice is occupied by the Cdcik ol the Crown *qd the Sheiitf as offi¬ 
ces. On tile first floor, in the laigest room, the Court usually sits to bear and 
adjudicate Civil and Crtmintd causes ; and above on tbc second floor ate the offi¬ 
ces of the Judges who sit here m Chambers end dispose of public business, Th# 
officers ot the Court consist of the Chief And a Purine justice who generally ait 
alternately during Term and quarter Sessions, unless cases ot importance require 
the attendance otbuth judges. '1 he duties ol the judges are extremely haras¬ 
sing ; the eases are sometimes protracted and intricate, requiring the undi¬ 
vided attention of the presiding judge for several days without intermission» 
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and this too with the temperature usually from B0° to 90° Falir. fn the 
■nine building alsoftie held Coima of Admimltv, ecclesiastical and Insolvent 
debtors Courts, and u smull cuise Court foi uciions under 350 rupees end 
not less than 90 ;—any suit above the latter amount not being cognizable by the 
Court of Bequests.

The S'crewi are worked by humus ot capstans and employ a great num¬ 
ber of htinds. It may suffice to eiunuci.ite the establishments, winch consist of

Ghnehau Post Oejpicb.— I Ins is a neat and well arranged building ; the se¬ 
veral depart uieiita are kept distinct, thus uvoiding all contusion. Betwixt tlm 
Europe and India Depauments is a court yard, ia the rear of which stands the 
olbce of the Posimaster General. The old post office, now the office of the Na¬ 
val Store keeper, was as ill suited to the put poses ot a post office as it was possi¬ 
ble to be. The new building has been completed more than a year. Much of the 
improvement visible in the arr.itit'einents of the establishment are due to Mr. 
Cordon, the present PostmoMer General, und Deputy PostimiBter VV. Blowers, 
under whose able direction, on the arrival of the Steamer from Europe, the 
English overland Summaries are delivered to the editors of the Courier and Time» 
In less than five minutes alter their at rival at tlie Post Office. Such ara the ad¬ 
mirable annngeineiils that on the departure ofthe mail for Europe, the letters 
and puckels are assorted, packed In iion or wooden boxes and placed on board 
the Steamer In has than two hours fioju the time of closing the receiving otHcu, 
even when the mail includes so great rf number ot covers as 45,009 or 60,000-r>t» 
deg ret* of celerity equal to limit post offices in Europe! 

Tub Custom House.— This is a targe but heavy looking building, am’ is now 
one of the oldest Government erections hi Bombay. It was built in 2714. At 
the lima of its erection it was considered a larfeand extensive building adequate 
to the increasing bns.ursg of Bombay. Under the Conipany's/ule, prior to the 
.expiration of the Charter in 1834, the arrangements of the Custom HonS$ were 
, ‘somewhat different to what arc now In existence, as the Company carried on here 
tba whole ot their retail as well as wholesale irade, the collection of custom 
dues, Sr,c. The petty Customs, as remarked elsewhere, were collected in the 
building which nowis used »s tmrracks. The land front of the Custom House is at 
present occupied as the offices lor tho collection of Land revenue, and the Har¬ 
bour front as oifltees for the collection of Sea Customs. The arrangements of the 
latter are about to undergo certain judicious alterations, which, wheu com¬ 
pleted, will localize the export department on the right hand from the harbour

arrangement will be exceedingly Judicious The business of the customs depart* 
went has greatly augmented : the value of goods which passed during the year 
1843-44 amounted to He. 12,19,21,343 fop Imports, and Rs. 10,46,34,715 for Ex¬ 
ports. 

Bombay Greek, -“This is the onjy open spach within the fort of Bombay, 
and is about the same size ns Trafalgar square et Charing Cross. It formerly 
constituted the place of rendezvous now supplied by the Esplanade; here, until 
the introduction of carriages at the commencement of the present century, were 
wont to assemble the elUe of Bombay. About 1810^ the green was little better 
than a Melal and Cotton store, for here ware deposited Iron bars, Ac, and bales 
of Cotton, which now are either placed in private godowns or on the esplanade 
near the Apollo pier. Bombay Green formed the reodexvous until that 
which is now called the Esplanade was cleared of the Jungle which until 1795 
covered Us whole extent, from the place of the “ two tombs” at Colaba to tha 
Marine Lines. The abandonment of the present Secretariate by the Governor 
for the more commodious building at Parellghve a blow to the dignity of the 
green sward within the fort. Its importance, notwithstanding the erection of 
the statue in its centre,become less : but ft now promises tb revive under the 
surveillance of the Agrl-Iiortlcultural Society of Bombay, which has taken it 
under its protection and under the sanction of Government le about to convert 
it into a flower garden, with public walks, Ac. thus constituting it once more 
a place of retreat ior the residents within tha tort, equal to the growing and im¬ 
proving importance of Bombay.

1 he i uwn Hall (peoples the eastern 
sideof Bombay Green and imparts a commanding appearance to tha view. . la 
1768 an attempt was made at general improvement and in particular to erect a 
Town Kali from the proceeds of a Lottery scheme, but the plait failed and tha 
scheme was abandoned. 1 he Town Hall consists of a frontage of about 130 feet;

cf>si of the natives of Bombay, who, to mark their sense ot Sir Charles approved 
services us e fellow citizen, subscribed towards a monument to be erected to hie 
nutwciiy. On the right band of tlie Hail is the Council Chamber and other offi¬ 
ces of the Govcii ment. On the left are the rooms of the Asiatic Society, cou- 
tainirg the Libraly and Museum, Which lor compactness, completeness and in¬ 
teresting contents, equal any establishment of the kind. On the ground floor, 
in the centre and at the rear of the building la the Civil pay office, and the Court 
Of Bequests. To t he right are the rooms, of the Geographical Society tha Hor¬ 
ticultural Society : to the left the offices or the Medical Board, Ac. The luspec* 
tion of tie building, we believe, is patent to visitors. 

Tub Castle. - In tha rear of the Town Had) la the Castle, which originally 
Avnetltuled a building of vast importance to the Inhabitants of Bombay, who 
on the incursions of the Mahratta* sought security within its precincts. Here 
are nominally passed.aH tha digress and official transactions of Government, 
which bear data 4< Bombay Cotf*. The fort flag staff is placed near one of 
ilie turrets. The Castle is chiefly used as the arsenal; hero are also the offices 


of tb^,Government Saving’s Bank.

Pay And CoMiuesAar Genubal’b Offices.— These are situated on the 
opposite side of Bombay Green and originally formed the Secretariate, until the 
Governor changed his place of residence to Parell. On the East part, pear tha 
old Bemhay Tbtetre, stand the Commissary General’* Offices, where are kept In 
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large vats spirit*, Beer &e. for the department. The south front is occupied as 
office# for the Military and Marine pay departments. To the right hand are the 
offices of the master in Equity, of the Supreme Court and at the left extremity 
are Ihgpfifasa of the Ecclesiastical Registrar of the Supreme Court.. 

Ol'ST. Thowas.—T his is the only protestant episcopal build¬ 
ing within the fort., Its consists ofa very Plain building with two entrances. The 
Church is surmounted by a steeple, containing a clock with four faces. The 
.chinch M an old erection j the steeple, however, has been, built within the last 
- ten years, bht owing to the state of the walls oftne edifice, no hells of any weight 
j #ete suspended In it, lest the Church should give way, the large bell is situated 
1 .oil the right hand of the church, immediately under the vestry, and about three 
feet from the ground. The church is dedicated to fit. Thomas and was convert¬ 
ed Into a Cathedral on the appointment of a protestant Bishop at Bombay. With¬ 
in the building are several neat but interesting monuments some from the chisel 
of the two great modern masters. The building itself is infeilor to many pariah 
churches in England and possesses neither ornament nor grace to recommend it. 

The fiBCRSTAniATB.—Tbis building situated on the western side of Bsrabuy 
■ Green formed the Government House of “ olden time it was converted iuto the 
offices of the Secretariate on the completion of the new residence at Pared, (t 
'is a plain and uninteresting building, surrounded by a garden in the north east 
' angle of which stand# the oi co of the Town Major. Here are transacted the 
f executive business of Uove.nment in the political, civil and revcnual depart¬ 
ments- The secretaries in each department ore assisted by Europeans now de¬ 
signated unconvenatad assistants, but formerly called Clerks; and in each de- 
’ partment there is a great number of sectionera and examiners : many of the latter 
’ ] pre Europeans. To the establishment has been added several book-binders to 
/ arrange and bind u* the records- The garden is planted with mulberry trees, 
the leaves of which are given to the silk worms belonging to Mr. de Ramos, the 
assistant superintendent of silk culture in the ffonkau.

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GovBn *mrnt House, Paiirlx,.— Although not an elegant this ia a neat 
and eligible residence for the Governor and contains suitable offices for 
the establishment It is nearly six miles distant from the fort and 
commands an extensive but mit veiy interesting view.

FORT WILLIAM The3d January, 

'I he following Act in passed by the Hon’ble the President of the Council of In- 
ilia in Council, on the 3rd January, 1838, with the assent of the Right Hon'ble 
thu Governor General of Ihdia which has been read and recorded 

Act No 1,of 1838. 

I It is hereby enacted, that from tlie 1st February 1838, all Regulations of 
the Bombay Code passed before the year 1827. and now kniorce, with exception^ 
of Sections, I, II, and III, Regulation VI., 1799, and of < lause ‘2, Section VII. 
Regulation IK, 1800, and of Section XIV, XVII, XX, XXI, and XXV, Regula¬ 
tion J, of 1805, and of the whole of Regulations II 1810 and of VI. 1814, thull ho 
Repealed. 

II And it Is hereby enneted, that Chapters I, II, IV, VI, VIII,and IX. of 
Regulation XX. I8‘27 of the said Code, together with the. Appendixes A. B. C. 
K. II. I .1 K of that Regulation, also Regulation 11, 1831, Regulation X111, 
1831, Regulation I. 1832, Regulation IV. 1831, and Regulation IV 1838 ol the 
said Code, ami all such parts of any Regulations ol the said Code as prescribe the 
levy of Tiun«it or Inland Customs Duties, nr as require the payment ofany Fee 
Whatever, on account of any vessel which may entei any port 111 the Territories 
sub|cct to the Boinhay Presidency and likewise the provisions of any kind con¬ 
tained in those onn any other Regulations for fixing the amount ol Duty to bo 
levied on * mods imported or exported by sea at any plnce within the limits, of 
the Bombay Presidency, or the Drawback payable on the same, shall be repeal¬ 
ed. And it is further enacted,that Act No. I I. ol 1830 shall likewise ho repeal¬ 
ed, except in so far as it icpeals any Regulation of the Bombay Code. 

III. Provided always,that nothing contained in the two preceding Sections’ 
of this A.'t shall be construed to prevent the levy of any Town duty, or ofany 
Municipal Tax, or of an\ Toll on any bridge, road, or causeway, for repair amt 
maintenance of the same, or of any Fee for the erection and maintenance of light 
bouses 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that Duties of Customs 9hall be levied on Goods 
Imported by sea into any place in the teriitories subordinate to the Government 
of the Presidency of Bombay, after the said let of February next, according to 
the rates specified In Schedule, A. annexed to this Act, and with the exceptions 
specified therein, and the said Schedule with the Notes attached thereto, shall 
be taken to be a part of this Act. 

V. And it is hereby further enacted, that Duties of Customs shall be levied 
upon Country Goods exported by sea from any ports of the Bombay Presidency 
after the said 1st Fehrua-y next,, according to the rates specified in Schedule B. 
annexed to this Act, with the exceptions therein specified, and the said Schedule' 
With the Notes attached thereto, sns’l also be taken to be a pait of this Act. 

VI. Provided, however, that the snips of any' European nations having firman 
privileges In the port of Surat, shall not be subject to further Duties yd import 
or export than may be prescribed by their flrman%respectively, any thing in the 
Schedules or in thw Act notwithstanding. 

VJI. And it is hereby enacted, that duties of Customs shnll be levied on Goods 
passing by land Into or out of Foreign F.uropean settlements situated on thelmo 
of Coast within the limits of thu Presidency of Bombay, at the rates prescribed 
in the Schedules of this Act for Goods imported or exported on Foreign Bottoms 
at any British port In that Presidency. _ 

VIII. And it is hereby enaqtBd, that it shall be lawful for the Governor in 
Council of the Presidency of Bombay, to declare by notice to be published in the 
Gazette of the Presidency that the terrPory of any Native Chief not subject to 
the jurisdiction of the Courts and Civil Authorities of that Presidency such shall 
be deemed to be foreign territory and to declare goods passing into or out ol sucu 
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territory liable eitliei to the Duty fixed fur Biitish or for Foreign Bottoms ref

IX And it is lien-b) enacted, that lor the levy of Duties of Customs asaln vc 
provided on Hoods exported by land to, or imported by laud hum, such For/ gu 
terri'oii-s.

XX. Piovidcd also, that when Duties of Customs shall have been paid on any 
Goods at imypoitiiium part ot the temtorie's oflliu East India Company not 
subject to the Presulvucy at iiombav, and when such Goods shall subsequently be* 
imported at any portot the Presidency of Bombay,credit shall be given nt such 
last mentioned pm i, tor the sum thut muy be pioved by the production of the cer¬ 
tificate to have hum so paid. 

XXL And it is herein enacted, that it idmll be lawful for the Governor in 
Council ot the Picfidt ncy of Bombav, from tune to tune, by the notice in the Of¬ 
ficial Garettc ot that Presidency, to tK a value tor anv a'tiulu or number oi articles 
to ad valorem Duly, and the value so fixed (or such articles shall, till altered by 
a similar notice, l>« taken to he the value oi such at dcltiStfoi the purpose of levy- 
iug Duty on the same. , 

XXI1. And it is hereby enacted, that when Goods liable to Duty, for which a 
value 1 ms not been fixed by such a notice as is above directed, or for which a fixed 
Duty has not been declared hy th$ Schedules annexed to this Act. are brought to 
any • ustom House iu the Presidenev of Bombay, for the. pui pose of being passed 
for importation, the Duty leviable on such Goods shall ho levied ad valorem, that 
is to eay according to tin: nrukel vulue of such Goods at the place and time of 
importation as tils case may he 

XXU1. And it is hereby tuacted, that the market value for assessment of Du¬ 
ties on ad valorem Goons shall be dutilai ed hy the owner, consignee, exporter or by 
the agent or Inctor tor any of the-*e respt, tively, upon the face of the application 
to be given In by him in wiiting for tlir parsing of the Goods through the Custom 
House, and the value so declared sli.iil include the packages or muteiialsin which 
the Goods are contained, and the application shaU tiuly set forth the name ot the 
shiplu which (he Goods have been imported or are lobe exported, the name of 
the Master of the said ship, the colours under whfeh the said ship sails, the num¬ 
ber, description, marks and contents of the packages and the Country in which 
the Goods wcu? produced ^ 

XXIV. And it is hereby enacted, that every such declaration when duly signed 
shall be submitted to the Gfilctroi Customs appointed to appraise Goods ut the 
Custom House, and if it shall opptynr to him that the same is correct, he shill 
eoun'c'Signlt as admitted ; but if any part or tbd whole of the Goods shall seem 
to him to be undervalued in *,uch declaration, lie altt^U report the same to the Col¬ 
lector ot Customs, who s hall haw power to take thcGoods or any part thereof a* 
purchased ft# tile Government at the price so declared; and whenever the Co Hoc - 
tor of Customs shall so take Goods, Ibr the Government, payment thereof shall be 
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made to the consignee or importer, if the Goods be Imported wltbin fifteen day* 
iron the date of the declaration, the amount of Import Duty leviable thereon be* 
ing first deducted, had if the Goods he intended for exportation the entire value ae 
declared ahull be paid without deduction on account of Custom Duty. 

XXV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be jawful for the Governor In 
Council of the Presidency of Bombay to declare by public notice in the Official 
Gazette of that Presidency what places within the s ure shall be ports for the land* 
ing and shipment nf tncichandise, and any Goods that may be lauded, or which 
an attempt may be muiie to land, at any other port ihap such as shall be so de¬ 
clared, shall be seized and confiscated. 

XXVI. And it is hereby enacted, fbat when any vessel shall arrive in any port 
of the Presidency of llotnhay, the Master shall deli'er a tuie Manifest of the 
cargo on hoard, made out according to the form armored to this Act, and marked 
C. to the first person duly empowered to jeccive such Manifest that mas come on 
board, and if no suehpewon snail have come on board before the anchor of the said 
vessel is dropped, then the Manifest shall be forwhrded from oil boatd by the first 
boat that leaves the vessel after dropping anchor, and ifthe port be up a river at 
a distance fiom the land first made, then it shall be lawful for the said Governor 
In Council, hy an order published in the Official Gazette of the Presidency, to fix a 
place in such river or poil beyond which place h shall not. be lawfal for any In¬ 
ward bound vessel,except such country craft as me described in Section LI., and 
XJI.of tins Act, to pass until the Muster shall have forwarded in such manner as 
may be ordered by the said Governor in Council such a Manifest aa is required by 
tliia act. 

XXVII. And It is hereby enacted, that if the Manifest sodelfrered by the Mas¬ 
ter shall not contain a lull and true specification ot all the Goode imported in the 
vessel, the said Muster shall be liable to a fine of one thousand Rupees, and any 
Goods or Pa"kageS that may be found on hoard in exern of the Manifest so deli¬ 
vered , Or differing in quality or kind, or in marks and numbers, from the specifi¬ 
cation contained therein, shall beliaMe to be seized bv an y Custom? Officer and 
confiscated, or to be charged with such increased Duties at may ba determined by 
the Collector of Customs under the orders ol'Government.

An Art to amend the Law relating to Advances bon A tide made to Agent* intrust¬ 
ed with Goods by extending to the Territories ol the East India Company in 
ease* governed by English Law, the Provisions of the Statute 5 and 0 Victoria 
C. H9, as altered hy this Act. 

Whereas hy Act XIII. of lfUO the Provisions of the Statute 4, Geo. IV.,C.88* 
as altered aim amended bv the Statute 6, Geo. IV., C, 94, were extended to the 
Tomtoms of the Lest India Company, in c-ises governed by English Law ; 
ami whereas h\ the Statute*!) and 6 , Victoria C. 3!), the said Statute*6, Geo. IV,, 
C. 94, is altered and tiniemled, and the Provisions thereofi>reextended. 

It is he ehy enacti d, that the M«tutr;5and6, Victoria C 39, as altered by this 
Act, shull from and alter the passing of this Act, be extended to the Territories 
of the East India Company ; provided always, that this Act shall n<4 be construed 
to niTect any case which would not have been governed by the Law of England 
before (he passing of tiie Iasi mentioned Statute, if tins Act had not passed, or to 
extend or alterthe jurisdiction of any of Her Majesty's Courts of Justice.

Bead again the Draft of Act for imposing »■ Duty on Salt in the Bombay Pre¬ 
sidency, recorded in the proceedings ol tins Department, dated 30 th ultimo. Tim 
assent in writing of ihe Right Honorable the Governor General to this Aut be¬ 
ing read and reroided. 

Ordered, that the Act be pawed and promulgated as follows: 

Alt No. XXVI I, 0 P 1837. 

I. It is hereby enacted, that irom the 15th day uf December 1837, there shall 
be paid to the Government- on every maund ol 3,2u0 tolas of Salt that may be de¬ 
livered from any Sal t woikin the territories subject to tho (iovirnmeiu of the 
Presidency of Bombay, » duty of eight annas, except only incases in which the 
Governor Inc until of Bombay may grant a rettn«siun of such dutv. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, i hat front the said day Salt shall not be manu¬ 
factured at any place within the said teriitoiies, unless the person conducting ilia 
manufacture shall have given notice in writing to the Collector of the district in 
which the place of manufacture muy be situated, of his intention to manufacture 
Balt at the place; ami evety such notice shall contain a true and accurate de¬ 
scription of the situation of tin 1 works, and of the name by which they are known 
and of the person, giving notice of manufacturing Saif at inoie places than one 
and of the distance at width those places are irom each other.

the remaining partot the receipt and order to the person who removes the Balt,

VII. Audit is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor in 

Council of Bombay to establish Chokies as near as conveniently may be, to works 
where Salt is manufactured, and to authorise any ol the Officers stutioned at 
such Cliokje to stop and detain any Salt which is removed otherwise than in 
conformity with the foregoing rules, and to search any Load which may past any 
such Chokleand which may be suspected to contain Salt, and to take and cancel 
every pass under which Salt shall be suffered to pass. * 

Vill. And ills hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the (JoUeetor of a 
district to direct that any Salt wows within that district of which notice shall not 
base been glveu in the manner described in Section II of tais Act, shall hi 
destroyed. 
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IX. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Collector of a dis« 
triet to direct the confiscation of nay Salt wbicli may have been removed irorq 
any works within that district otherwise, than in conformity with the foregoing 
rules, or which is found clandestinely stored for the purpose of evading the uuty 
imposed by this act. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever shall manufacture Salt at any 
works whereof notice shall not have been given to the Collector of the district in 
the manner required by this Act, or shall remove or aid the removeing or any Salt 
from any Salt works, otherwise then in comformity to the provisions of this Act 
or shall with a fraudulent intention counterfeit any mark which a Collector of a 
district may have ordered to be put on salt in Store, shall be punished with im¬ 
prisonment for a term not exceeding three months, or fine not exceeding five hun¬ 
dred Rupee*, or both. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever intentionally obstructs any Officer 
In the exercise of any powers given by this Act to such Officer, shall be punished 
with Improvement for a term not exceeding six mouths, or flue not exceeding one 
thousand Rupees or both. 

XII. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being an Oflirer appointed un¬ 
der the authority of this act, shall accept or obtain or attempt to obtain from 
qnv person any property as a consideration lor doing or forbearing to do any 
official act, shall be punished with Imprisonment for a term not exceeding two 
years, or fine, or both. 

XIII. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being an Olficer, appointed un¬ 
der the authority oi the Act, practises, or attempts to practise any Fraud for the 
purpose of injuring the revenue, or abets nr connives at any such fraud, or at any 
attempt to practise any Such fraud, shall be punished with imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding two years, or fine, or both. 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor in 
Council of Bombay, by an order in Council, to transfer the superintendence of tha 
salt revenue of any district from the Collector ot that district to any other func¬ 
tionary, and that whenever snch a transfer shall take pUce all provisions of this 
Act which apply to such a collector, shall be applicable to the fuuctionary to 
whom the superintendence of the Salt revenue has been so transferred.

ture shall before preparing works for the production of such Salt give notice in 
Writing to the Collector of the district in which the place of manufacture may 
be «i run ted ot his intention to manufacture ‘■'alt therein.

LBGISLATIVE DEPAKTMBNT. 

The 5th July, 1811. 

•Allowing Act passed by the flight Hon’hle the Governor Gent*‘al of in 
..is in Council ou the 5th of July 1841, is hereby promulgated for general infor¬ 
mation- 

Act No. X. of 1841, 

An Act for prescribing the Rules to be observed, in order that ships or vessel* 
belonging to parts within the territories wider the Government of the Bast 
India Company, or belonging to Native Prinresor States, or their subjects t 
may become entitled to the p> iviUges of British ships wi*ler a pi oclamatian 
at the Governor General of India in Council made in pursuance of the Stat. 
trd and ith Victoria ( h. LVI. 

1. Whereas by Statute pissed in the 3rd and 4tli years of Her Majestv Queen 
Victoria entitled an Act m regulate the trade ot ship* built mul trading within 
the limits of the East India Company's Charter, it i«pr.»cied “ that it sb-dl be 
lawful for the Governor General ot India in Council, by I’riHa-mation, to d> dare 
that all ships or vessels built or to bo built witnin the limits ot ihe Chur ter of 
the East India Company being owned by Her Majesty's subjects for whom tbn 
•aid Governor General in Council Iihs powers to legislate, and hulm.ging, 
under the Regulations hereinaiter provided for, to any portsin the tevntone* 
under the GovernnrenC of the said Company, shall be deemed to be Hntisit ship* 
for all the purposes of trade *vttlrh the said limits, including the Cape ot Good 
Hope, and the territories ttnd depciifienciea thereof; provided that upon such 
declaration being made the said Governor General in Council shall, and the 
•aid Governor General in Council is hereby accordingly empowered laioukc Ita- 
gularkins.tobs enforced hy suitable penalties, concerning'the registering, licens¬ 
ing,and ascertaining the Admeasurement of the tannage andi burden, dull geiia- 
rally for the trading within the limits aforesaid of such ships* or vessels" And 
whereas it is further enacted In the same Statute us follows, that is to say. “And 
whereas it may be expedient io admit to similar privileges and adv antagesany 
■hips or vcsssla belonging to (Native Princes or Mates m subordinate alliance 
with, or liming subsidiary treaties with the East lndm Company, or owned by 
subjects of any such PrincesorStates, be it therefore enActed tltuk the Governor 
General of lndta m Counrial may by such Kegulaiions as aforesaid, such 
regulations being subject as aforesaid, admit Lo the privileges and advantages 
ot British ships for the purposes ot trade within the limits of file «. barter of the 
■aid Company , including the Cape of Good Hope and tne territories and depen¬ 
dencies lhereof,or to any such privileges and advantage-*, any Gups or vessel# 
belonging to such Princes or States, or.any ot them, or owned bv subject of any 
•uch Princes or States, but any such Regulations shall provide for the g-aniing 
to such ships or vessels tit and convenient licence-* or pusses, and generally for 
the trading wiiliinthe limits aioresahl ot stielr ships or vessels." And whereas 
in pursuance of sin h enactment it is expedient to francs such Uegnlalion us aie 
nteiuioiicd therein the compliance with winch shall be required in order that 
ships or vessels may be deemed British ships, or be admitted in t)>e pri v ileges and 
advantages of British ships under such Proclamation as aforesaid. 

It is hereby enact* d, that no slup or vessel shall he deemed a British ship 
under such proclamation asafore.suid (except us regard* slops or vesse s register- 
ad before the passing oi this Act, or having a p-os at the time oi passing thereof) 
unless the p^rsou or persons claiming pr>pert> therein shall hat e caused the 
■am* to have bepti registered at some one ot the ports hereinafter mentioned 
within the territories of the East India Company, shall nave obtained *» certifi¬ 
cate of such registry imm the perton or persons autloiizcd to make such regis¬ 
try and urant such certificate as hereinafter duacted; the form ol which certifi¬ 
cate shill b*.-as follows.

first voyage lor vile purpose of registry within a reasonable time after their

In iheprogress of coin¬ 
age, silver seems to have taken precedence, end to have beerfln itd utmost purity

* Cyrlceoes and Danes of her neighbour*, and governed the money market of the 
ancient world by the standard of herown just currency. Copper followed at air 
early period—perhaps almost simultaneously—to answer the dtomand for subdi¬ 
vision, though Athens issued silver coins no heavier tlrtm two grains; and gold,, 
in a race almost equal, was probably the last; all being of very pure standard,, 
iar exceeding modern notions of a just assay.

When the Exchange ltd ween two places,such a* London und Patis, is at Far, 
it is a.iid to be a sign that the debts clue from London to Paiis are compensated 
by those due fnrni Parts (o Loudon On the contrary, when a Pie/nium is paid 
at Loudon lor a hill upon Pune, it is said to be a sign that the debts due from 
London to Paris are not compen-ated by those due from Paris to London, hut 
that ii balance in money must be sent out inn the latter place, lor the risk, trou¬ 
ble, nod expense of exi>nrl:nj which the premium is hot!) demanded and given. 
But the ordinal j stale of debt and ct edit between those two cities tint si necesaaii- 
iv be regulated, it is sold, by the ordinary course of their dealings w it ii one ano¬ 
ther. When tn-ii her ol them imports from the oilier to a gre irer amount than it 
exports to that other, th- debts and credits ofeaclt msy compensate one another. 
But when one of them exports to that ether, the former necessarily becomes in¬ 
debted lo tlie latter in n greater sum than tin* latter becomes indebted to it. Tim 
debts and credit* ni each do not cotncensaie one ttnother, and money must be 
sent out from iltar plaCp ol which tlie debts owrbiilunre the credits. The ordinary 
course of exchange, tlierelore, being an indication ol the mdinary state of debt and 
credit between two pluces, um»t likewise be an inihcation of the ordinary uuurse 
of tlii'irexports and imports,ns these necessarily regulate that state. 

The oidman state of debt ami credit between any two places is not always en¬ 
tirely regulated In the mdinaiy course of their dealings wit It one another ; but 
it i* often influenced by tit.it of the dealings of either with many other pluces.

When the demand in London Pt bills on Paris Is great, a smaller number of 
frnm* is given lor the pound sterling, and the contrary ; and when therein a de¬ 
mand for bill* mi Spain,a greater mint her ol pence steillng must be given for (h« 
dollar, and the conti.*ry. 

’I he Far of Exchange may be considered under two general heads, viz , I ha 
Intrinsic Far, arm the Commercial Far, each of which adiu Is of subordinate 
divisions' 

Tin* Intrinsic Par is the value ofllie mnney of one country compared with 
that o( Boot her, with respect both to weight and fi"ene*s. 

The Cof/itmereial Par is the comparative value of the moneys of different coun¬ 
tries, according to the weight, fineness, and market pricta ol the metals. 

Thus two sums of different countries ure Intrinsically at par, when they con¬ 
tain an equa^qnatility of the same kind of pure metal; and two sums of different 
countries me Commercially at par, when they can purchase an equal quantity 
of the saute kiftdof pure metal.

Tliforigin of Dills of Exchange,* Drafts, ttc., must in the most extended sense, 
hare been nearly coeval with the invention,or at least with the general employ¬ 
ment, ot written ; request iroin a creditor to a debtor to pay the bearer so many 
pieces of silver or eold,or even so many sheep or bullocks, which are the standard 
ot value among many rude nations, would constitue n draft payable at sight. And 
if the debtor was desired to pay the hearer at some future date, 09 after at) Bp- 
prnnchmg Axed festival, fair or inaiket day, that would be an order payable so 
many days after date. 

Such simple modes of transferring personal property must have been in use 
from the euiliest periods, when men began to dwell together under any degree 
of civilisation, and were doubtlessly of a much earlier origin than the date com¬ 
monly assigned to them. 

It is generally said that the Jews of Lombardy, or other great Italian dealers 
In money, who m the dark aitee were the almost exclusive bankers of Europe, 
were the inventors of bills of exchange ; and that necessity was also the parent of 
this scheme, since the difficulty and danger of tranferring money to any distance 
in the precious metals was in those days extremely hazardous, more especially if 
the owner happened to be a Jew. 

In spite, however, of the opposition of the courts, promissory notes still con¬ 
tinued to be moTe and more employed, until at length the Act of the 3 ic4 Anne, 
c. 9(1704), made perpetual by the7 Anne, c. 25 (1708), declared that a holder of a 
promissory note “ shall and may maintain an action for the same, in such manner 
as,&c-,upon any inland bill oiexchange '* 

By 9 & 1° William 3, c. 17 (1698), the holders of inland hills were desired, in 
cases of non-payment, to protest them within three days of their becoming due, 
and <be form of the protest Is given. 

By the 3 & 4 of Anne, c. i» (1704), made perpetual by the 7 Anne, c. 25 (1708), 
promissory notes were declared to be assignable In the same manner as bills of 
exchange, “ to the intent to encourage trade and commerce,” nnd directs that 
bills retused acceptance slrnlI be protected, but that no protest shall He necessary, , 
either for non-payment or non-accrptance, unless the amount shall be for 20Z. or 
upwards, and for “ value received/' 

The legislature and the courts of Westminister, Instead of directing the law §f 
bills of exchange, have wisely endeavoured to further und^ promote the lex Mer- 
catoria, or customs of merchants; and this is not a modern doctrine ; for a een- 
turv and a half since the celebrated Holt, C, J., remarked, ia the case of Cram - 
linaton v. Evans (1688), 1 Show. 6, u An universal custom Is a law, anti I knew 
no distinction betweeu Lex Mercutoria and Consuetudo Mercatorum. — 

Johnson on the Law of Bill* of Exchange* 
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The gtalutes relating to Bills # of Exchange, &c., arc numerous, will be arm 
in the annexed list. A mere abridgment ot them would orenpy by far too gie.it 
a space for work of the nature of the Journal ofTinde ” Beshlps, there are able 
treaties on the suhject, hy Hailey, Johnson, and others. More than is ilone hi e, 
it would not therefotebe prudent to attempt.

II WARWICK a. HOOKES 

Lord Cldef Justice TIndal delivered judgment in this case, which was argued 
in Trinity Term last. The action was brought upon a bill of exchange for 300/., of 
which the plaintiff was the endorsee, and one Richard Jericho, the acceptor, and 
the jury found a special verdict, which set orrt the lads, and left it to the’Court to 
declare the mode in which the flveissnses raised by the pleadings should lie en¬ 
tered. ! he defendants, Messrs. Rogers, Towgnod, and Co.; ot Lombard-sheet, 
were, on the 20 th of January, 1836, when the hill became due, the bunkers of the 
acceptor, Jerrlcho, and had on ilmt dny funds in their hands belonging to him 
sutheient to pay the bill, which was duly presented by the plaintiff's bankers 
in the mode usual with bunkers using the clearing-house-namely, bv putting it 
that morning into the defendants’ drawer there. 7 lie defendants cancelled the ac¬ 
ceptance, thereby signifying their intention to pay the hill nt 5 o’clock that evening 
on die behalf of the acceptor; but in ths course of that day, Jericho, having de¬ 
termined to Stop payment, sent the requisite instructions to his hankers, who 
theieupon wrote upon the cancelled hill, “ cancelled by mistake, orders not to 
payanil m that state the bill was returned The jury found that It was usual 
an to mark bLIls which were cancelled by mistake. The intermediate parties to 
the bill refused to pay it, upon tho grounds of the cancellation ; and the plaintiff 
accordingly brought the present action against the defendants, alleging that 
they were hound cither to have relumed the bill nnconcelled, or to linve paid the 
,money due on the bill. Upon this point, which was the main question between 
the parties,‘the Court now expressed i heir opinion,, ( stntinif, thnt in their view of 
^ the case, no such duty was imposed upon the defendants as that alleged In the 
declaration.. It had, however, bpen contended for the pliflntiff, that although ha 
nifght not succeed on ibe special count in the decimation, he was entitled to re¬ 
aver on the count for money hail and received ; but It had often been determined 
that no action for money had and received would lie against apart) who hud funds 
in his hands to pay a bill, unless he Imd communicated bis assent to the person 
applying for payment, and no such assent had been given in this case. The ver¬ 
dict on the first, second, and fifih issues roust-beenterrd fur the defendants, and 
tor thft plaintiff upon the third and fourth issues ;,bnt as the issues found for the 
defeudnwtawentto the whole cause of action, the judgment of the Court roust up-, 
on the whole be for them.

vu ttval quaumy as tin weight represented fly tin; unit itself, whilst mtlu> Tram* 
action* of Gov cm uicn l though the actual quantity represented by the newly 
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created tenth parts, carries thu weight ns low as half Tolas, it does so by (ho 
adoption of weight not recognized in tbegeiarul dn&ling* of coinmerce or by law, 
and as it appears to me without sufficient cause, forita Tola, which iscmisjdera- 
bly less than half an ounce avoirdupois, is a weight riutautficiently small fm the 
puipoee of Government, its transactions may be earned out in the next tower 
subdivision to Tolas, Maafths unrl Uniters, vie. Grains Troy. But, I bnlievts it 
will be admitted by mercantile men in general, tiiat the ounce avoirdupois is the 
lowest denomination of English weight to which recourse need be hud in the 
ordinary operation* of commerce, and it therefore seems to me, that Die Tola 
which, us already stated, is not equal tonne half that weight, is us low a stand¬ 
ard, as need I* noticed i i Indian mwcnntile dealmxs uenerullv, Die more espe¬ 
cially us the subdivisions of the 'loin (Masha und Uuitees and Ciru.ns) affurd the 
means of the most minute culculatiima in retail traiisactioRs, a# well as in the 
adjustment of weights connected with Die more valuable article of Trade such as 
Mush, Opium,Silk,.vc, Av Ac., ami mall deu lings indued where perfect accuracy 
is considered necessary or desirable

ACT \o. XV It. OK 1837. 

Pasted by the Bight Hon'hlcthe Gaveniui (ifnet al of India in Council, of; 

the -\th Jnhj 1837 

I. It is hereby enacted, that Kt-giilnlnmXI oii830 of the Bombay Code, shall 
be repealed. 

II. And it Iv hereby enacted, that the exclusive right of conveying letters by 
post for line from place tf> place within tin- Ten itorii-s of the East India Com-* 
pany, slmll be In the Governor Geneml of India in Couiioil 

III. Providtd always, 1 hut itshiyll he compt-lem tci the sajd GovernorGene-* 
rnl ot India in Council, and toany authority thereunto empowered by the said 
Governor Geneial in Count 11, to jirant to any person or persons a license permit¬ 
ting snrli pcison nr persons to convey letters by post for hire Iroui place to pls<*r: 
within tl}e su id Territorii -, nnd tlmt it shall be ]n tv ful for any persons having such 
a license to ci-nvev letteis m conformity with the lertns ot smh licen°e. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that 11 shall Ik- lawful for the Governor Gene¬ 
ral In Council, and foi any authority which may have granted any swell license 
bb Is described in pvecediuu Brelimi, to revoke such license, lit pleasure. 

V. And It is lie i eby eiuicted, thut whoever than under the authouty of tlic 
iald ^rnernor General in Council, or in conformity with terms ol such a license 

" Ud is flncsald, knowingly convey any letter by post tor hire from place to place 
within the ts.ild lemtoucs.oi receives any letter or packets or letters In order 
to such conveyance, or delivets any U tter according to its direction knowing the 
same to huve been so coin eyed or is accessary to such conveyance, icceipt or 
delirery, shall be punished with a line not exceeding Fifty It a- tor every letter so 
conveyed, received ordiliveitd 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that inland postage duties shall be levied on 
the conveyance oi letters and packets by the Govern merit Post at the ralesset 
forth in the Schedule marked G. which is annexed to this Act, and that the full 
postage shall be paid either on receipt or on delivery, at tint option of the sender, 
and l lint JFthe tiling conveyed be trausfeircd fiom u Post Office in one Presidency* 
no additional elm rue shall be made on account of such transfer 

_ VII. And it is hereby emu ted, that when there is a bitnghy established on n 
lino of road, no person shall be entitled to demand that any letter or pocket ex¬ 
ceeding h! loles in weight shall he conveyed by the letter poet on tlmt line of 
road. 


VIII. And ItG heiefcy enacted, that when there is no banghy established on 
a line'of road letteis and packets exceeding 12 tolas in weight, and not exceeding 
40 tolas in weight, shall he conveyed on that line of road by the letter post, and 
every bucU letter or packet shull be charged with the postage of a letter or packet 
of the same description of 1*2 tolas weight sent by u letter post 

IX. And it ts hereby enacted, that no packet of the description mentioned in 
Tabid S of Schedule A. slnll contain any writing whatever, nthdTti.au writing 
which is necessarily pnrtot tin-documents which such packet is stated to contain, 
by attestation on the cover ol such packet, ami that whoever shall send any such 
packet by the Government Post, knowing that it contains any writing not ueces~ 
enrily part of the documents which sui.li packet it stated to contain by attestation 
on me cover, shall he punished with a fine of Fifty Ks. 

X. And It Is hereby enacted, that no packet of the description mentioned in 
Table 8 of Schedule A. shall contain any writing whatever, except the direction 
on the cover,and that whoever shall seudUhy such packet by the Government 
Post, knowing that it contains any writing other than the direction on the cover, 
Shall be punished with a fine of Fifty 11s. ^ 

XI- And It is hereby enacted, that proof sheets marked as inch may be cent 
by letter post at the rules act forth in fable 3 of $cl>edule A provided they *he 
brought to the UispaUtdng Office open, and be sealed in presence of the person 
in charge of such Ottice 

XII. And it is hereby enacted, that the snulUoveruar Gcneralln Council shall 
frame a scale of distance as nearly as practicable according to the [distance by 
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ibt Aivttt ro»4 between Post Office Station*, and that the rate* of inland postage 
aball be calculated according to tffis scale. 

XIII. And it b hereby enacted, that Steam Postage, according to such rate* 
at my from line to time he fixed by the Governor General in Council, shell be 
levin! .mall letters end packets sent or received by any Government dreamer, 
and that such Steam Postage shall be in excess of say inland postage to which 
•ueh letters or packets may be liable. 

IJV, And It la hereby enacted, that Ship Postage according to the rates fix¬ 
ed in Schedule B. annexed to this Act,shall be levied on all letters or packets 
Mitt or received by sea through any Govt. Post Office, and not liable to Steam 
Poetuge. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that when any vessel arrives by see at any 
filace within the said Territorial which there is a Government Post Office, the 
Commander of such Vessel shall, as s|ice.dlly a$ possible, cause every letter and 
packet on board of such Vessel which is directed to that place, and which was not

No. 409 of 1843.—The Hon'ble the Governor in Council is pleased to direct, 
that the Passage Money o( the Officers and their Families proceeding fn the Oe- 
verpment Steam Vesrels between Bombay andScinde, ba paid and recovered un¬ 
der the following rules, which are to lake affect from the 1st of August next. 

f. The Commander will maintain a suitable table fur Ins passengers and will 
deceive from Government for each passenger, Lady or Gemiemao, the Sum of 
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Rupees 4$, and for each Child above one and under ten years of age, Rupees S4 
Children under one year will he taken free 

'2. ITm Commander’s abstract* of passage money due to him on the above ar- 
coniit, will be payable at the Presidency Pay Office only; the ah»truct for the out¬ 
ward voyage may be paid in advance o’l in arrears, at the Commander’* «.pij„n : 
for the inward voyaue in arrears only , and the latter abstract muat be piefem-d 
within two dava ol the arrival of the vessel in Bombay, or the Commander Will be 
himself responsible for any loss that mnyin consequence follow. 

3. The Commander can chum the (are nhoveitutlio!feed, foi aurh passengers only 
as appear on the Quarter Master General's list at the Presidency, or are admitted 
on hoard by order of the Commanding Officer throuuh the Senior Naval Officer 
on the station at Kurrachee or on the coust of Scindp.

LEGISLATIVE DK PARTM JENT. 

Fuht William, 17rn Mav 1841. 

The following Activated by the Right Honorable the Governor Gen. of India 
in Council, on tile 17 th May 18H, la hereby promulgated tor genual informal ion. 

Act No. TV, OP 1841 

An Act for regulating public conveyances in the Islands of Bombay and 
Colaba, and the Harbour of Bombay. 

J- It i» hereby enacted, that all Hackney Carriages, Carts, Palankeens and 
other Vehicles let to him lor the purpose ol conveying persons or goods within 
the Islands oi Buirbny and Colubu, and all Hoots let to hire for such purpose 
within the Harbour ol Hombav slmll bear upon thorn, in it.iinuer as di tested by 
the Eupeirlntendenr ol Police on each side, in huge Knglish and Native figures 
oi churncleis, aoeitain i.umber to lie imlicatid tor etery such public conveyance 
in manner herein after im-ntmnod ; and every peison -/hu shajl let outta hire nnv 
such public conveyance ulter the e\|*nimon ot two months Itoiu the nay of 
passing this Act wliteh shall not boar eiuli number in manner t.loreeaid, or 
which slmll beur any number not indicated us atoresiud or niter notice us liete- 
iuallcr mentioned to withdraw the. mime, shall be liable, on conviction befoie u 
Magistrate of Police, to a line not exceeding Tbiity Hupe.cs. 

II. And it Is hereby enacted lliat the numbers to be used for public convey¬ 
ances shall be indicated by the Superintendent ot Police on application ot the 
owners ntsuch conveyances, and it slmll be lawful for the Court of Petty >essl,ui« 
on proof of the b - jaeh of any provision of tins Act by the owner of any such con¬ 
veyance as aforesaid, to give such owner, notice to withdraw the number which 
may thereto lore have been Indicated to Imu in manner utoivs.iid. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that every Ttelta-bearer, Boatman, or other 
person employed in the convey nuep ol persons oi goods us utoiisuiil by the owner 
ol any such public conveyance shall wear, in manner as d heeled by the Superin¬ 
tendent of Police, a Madge oil the upper part ot his right arm with the number 
of the public convey mice to which he lickings, which Budge shall be indicated by 

. the said Superintendent, in default whereof every person so employed and-not 
having such badge as al'oresuid, shall be liable, on conviction bciurc a Magistrate 
of Police, to a fine not exceeding Twenty Rupees, 

IV. And it is lieieby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Couit of Petty 
Sessions from time to time to settle the rates tor the higher otsuch public convey- 
antes as aforesaid, and the rates so settled, it sanctioned by the Governor of Bom¬ 
bay hi Council shall be published twice in the Government Gazette. And utter 
pui-h publication, if the owner or other person in charue of any such public con¬ 
veyance as aforesaid shall receive or require any higher rate for the lihe thereof, 
or shall refuse a tare upr n lender of the prescribed rate, the peison or persona on 
who«e application the number of such public conveyance shall have been indicted 
as aforesaid ».or tbe person receiving or leqiiirtng »uih higher rate or ret using tare, 
shall bo liable, on eonv iction before a M agistrate ol Police, to a fine not exceed¬ 
ing twenty Rupees. Provided alwav s, that no person shall be deemed to be liable 
to the penalty in this Section unless the settled rate of hire shall have bern duly 
tendered. And any person refusing to pay the money due from him for the hire 
of any such conveyance accoidmg to the into settled as aforesaid, shall be liable, 
on conviction before a Magistrate or Police, to a tine not exceeding Twenty Rupees 
and no contract for hire under tbe settled rale shall be valid or binding on any 
owner oi a public conveyance. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that the Superintendent or police shall keens 
Register containing a full description of applicants receiving numbers under this 
Act, imd of every conveyance lor which any number is obtained, and of every 
person for whom any Badge is obtained, and every offender using or aulboru- 

‘ fiur the use of any N umber or Badge otherwise than for such particular conveyance 
or person, shall be liable, on summary conviction before the Court of Petty Ses¬ 
sions, ton tioe not exceeding One Hundred Rupees. 

VI. And His hevehyenacted, that it shall be lawful for the Court of Petty 
Sessions from time to time, to appoint stands for public Carnage and Palkees. 
on4 ever/ person In charge of any Carriage or Palkee found loitering off any 
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such stand for the purpose nf hire, slnill be liable, on conviction before the Mapis 
inite ot Police, to a fine not exceeding Ten Rupees. 

VII. Ami it m heieby provided, that nothing ni title Act contained shall ex¬ 
tend to prevent uny person from ietting to hire anv convey mice fora month or 
longer period without any such number being applied for us aforesaid. 

VIII. And it is hereby t'lineipd, tliat all tinea imposed by virtue of this Act 
shall be reenterable in umnnrr provided for bv Act 11 ot Id39.

NOTIFICATION'. 

The Honorable the Governor iu Council having approved of the following 
Rules lor (he guidance of the Water Division of 1'olice, in rewpe^t to Arab 
Vessels lrcqueiiln>g tins Port, they ate published lor genmil information. 

Great incgulurity appearing to pieiail in the ainiiigemrnts on tlic departure of 
Native bout * fiom the harbour ot Bombay; the following rules are to be 
lierealter enloiced 

I All Arab boats arriving in Bombay, not using a Pilot, shall report their 
arrival at the Police Office, when the n,mies ot the ciew and passengers, amt 
any eatraordimiiv occurrence which lriav h-ive happened, will be taken down in 
wilting by the Deputy Supeiintcndeni of the Wutwr Division, and a ieport made 
to the Senior M.igi-ii intc ot Police. 

II Two days piev ions to the departure of the Vessel, the Nacquedah or Tin- 
dal shall report to the Police Office, any casualty orother pecnbai circumstance 
which may lime oc> nr red on board the Vessel while it Inis been m the harbour, 
togethei with the names of all passengeia proceeding m her ; this information is, 
if nccessw y, to be vim i tied by scutch under the oidua of the Deputy Su¬ 
perintendent of I he \V .tei Division. 

III. A certificate that this 1ms been duly performed wi'l he given by the Pe- 
imty Superintendent of the Water Dive-ion, and without which, the certificate 
nolo the Sei.u.i Itiagisiiaie of Pol tee will be withheld. 

IV. All bout a shall, one day precious to then departure, anchoras near as 
possib'e to the Police Hulk in older thut they nmy be overhauled and their crews 
mustered before leaving the port 

V. In reference to the embarkation of Pilgrims, tho following rules will belli 
future observed 

VI. W hen an application for a clearance is made by the Nacquodah oflbeves- 
sel, be will deliver m a 1's.t of the intended Pilgrim passengers, an officer of tiio 
Wnter Division will then pioiecd on booid and inspect the vessel,computeth^ list 
with the Pilgrim- on honui, and certify before the beniur Magistrate the slate of 
the vessel, the cor icct ness of the list, &c. 

VII. Until this is done no certificate will lie granted. 

VIII. The ofheerwho pioceeds on this duty ot inspection, should inspect per¬ 
sonally the place ullotted to each Pilgrim in the vessel, and toeach Pilgrim should 
be allowed a space of fit e led in length, and two and a halt feet In breadth. 

IX. If the number ol Pilgrims be reported by the inspecting Officer as too 
great, steps should be taken to ensure the removal ot the extra portion to some 
other vessel 

X. Vessels should not be allowed to sail, leaving any of ihclr Pilgrim passen¬ 
gers on ahoie. 

XL The freight and passage money should nlso be ascertained and noted down, 
to prevent imposition, and the food and water provided for the Pilgrims o>> board, 
should iorm a subject of proper enquiry to the inspecting Officer.

ViweOKLA.—This Station is situated in the cxtunie smith of the Rutna- 
gherv Zillah,—and is distutit fiorn Bombay almni 27o nubs,—The Head land 
by vvhicli the aiiclinraga-R'onnil (for Cnnblmjr cult) i« Immed, is called ‘ Kc.ic.in 
point,fiom its being surtnouoied b) a sinull white pyiunud, which may b« 
seen, from a vessel’s d* ck, in clear Wf.thei, about ten miles off. 

The little “ H»y ol VingorU” i« completely sin limd Irom eierv point of the 
oouipass, the south alone excepted,-- When it blows iresh Bom that quarter (a 
rare nrcurience, and always ot short duration,) the ii:ti>> under* make a fnjr 
wind of it, knd run to “ Malwan,”(]8 miles noith) w^eie they fetnaui until ths 
wind changes. The road-stead of Virigmla ib also, good. Vessels ot any bur¬ 
then may be, within thiee miles ot the shore, uml recrive or dischnrue cargo, 
with as much ease, and as little incouveniance, ot any tort, as at any uther place 
of commercial resort. 

Tliere are about eighty .boats at all times available to carry gninl|. The trade 
of Vingorla is chiefly confined to the staple,—Dolton. This Ariicle'l* exported 
to Bombay, during eight months ot the year, in Urge quantities The v.due of 
this branch of the revenue bus incteased, in the u*t three yeais, iwrhel'dd. 
Tim total amount of coileotion*, on imiiorts end exports, tor the oiliciai year 
1842-43, may be estimated,in round numbers, at Its. do,0UU 
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The Cus tom IT oufle is situated close to the beach, bnt owing to the'tedioutness 
of a shallow back-water comm uri leal ion, - which is wholly under tidal influence, 
vacb delay, and inconvenience, in llie transaction of business, are experienced. 
4 good pier has long been a desideratum, and is much wanted at Yingorla, Con- 
’ideriug thatit is the very “ Gateway” of the high road to the Southern Mahratta 
Country, through.which Troops,Treasure, and valuable stores, of every descrip- 
ion, are sonstantly being pasted, and that the place, itself, is evidently, making 
npld strides toward commercial importance, it certuinly does seem strange, t hat 
something has not yet. been done, by way of Improving it, os a landing and ship¬ 
ping Port. It remains, however, to this day, literally,as nature lelt it 

The group ot small Inlands, about sight miles West of this place, commonly 
designated the Vingnrlz llocks, yield a small revenue to Oovernuivnt, owing 
to die famous “ Binls’-neBts,” so highly prized as an edible, by the Chinese, 
being found upon them. The Rocks produce about one hundred weight of nests, 
annually. 

'I,he Village of Ving«rl« mny contain shout 5,000 inhabitants , has a tolerably 
good Uuzuur and locates between twentv and thirty narlvc merchant*. These 
are yearly incieasing. There are, likewise, a commissariat, and three private 
agents in tl.e place. 

The “ Travoltas’ bungalow" (which is now an excellent, and commodious build¬ 
ing, having lately been thoroughly repaired, and improved) is conveniently situa¬ 
ted, within five minutes walk of the landing-place. The only other public premieas 
are, a small house, occupied by the stoie sergeant, and a sort of semi-Fort, known 
as the “ Factory.” It is a larpe, and very strong building, having three tiers of 
spacious apartments. The lowest, are used os depositories fur Treusure, and arsenal 
stores. It i* surrounded by a high, loop holed wall, at each of the four angles of 
which there is a small bastion, capable of mounting six guns, a pair of strong 
Gates, with a small moat, three quarters round, complete the aelenccs. The 
open space between the wall, and the building itself, is filled up with extensive 
■beds. 

The “ camp”, which was formerly a large and regular cantonment, is eligibly 
situated about twu miles from the Village, occupying n fine circular plain, about 
three miles in diametrical extent,and bounded by a belt ot bills, verdant all tbs 
year round. Here the military out-post, winch usually consists of 150 men (which, 
by the way. It too weak for the general duties, and character of the surrounding 
■ountry,) under the command of a captain, and Subaltern, the medical officer 
(who is, generully, an apothecary) and assistant Collector of Sea-Customs, (wlien 
the latter is not on circuit.) reside.The public buildings at the camp comprise, a 
fine stone built Hospital, or Barrack, capable of accommodating from forty to 
fifty persons, with good out-houses, and a well attached ; a small native hospital, 
Magazine, und a guard-room, all well built, and regularly kept in repair, by 
Government, The “ Lines,” and officer's quarteie, are temporary buildings only. 
There are but four substantial private houses. Eight regiments could, with ease, 
encamp on the plain, without at all incommoding one another. The place, ge¬ 
nerally, is extremely healthy, and would, there can be little doubt, make an 
excellent convalescent station. Rheumatic complaints, in partieular, it is known, 
Instantly yield to the genial influences of its climate. Cholera, small-pox and fever, 
so prevalent in the the Konknn, generally, seldom visit Yingorla, and when eases 
„ do occur, they are vary mild, and few in number.

Situation. —'I Ins extensive presidency or Bengal proper is situated between the 
21st and‘27lli drg. N Lit. ulid 8htli and H‘2nd deg K Long. On the N. and K. 
is Nepaul, Thibet, And A\a , and on the West the Presidency limits extend as far 
as Heelooehistan, since the nuv L conquered country of Seiiidd is reckoned a 
part of the Bengal Presidency 

Countt 1 / — Greatly diversified hy lofty mountains and plains, fruitful, valleys, 
and level ground. Tin' soil of Bengal produces every thing requisite to sustain 
life Population of Bengal piomi, was in 1838, SB,710,061. The Presidency 
of Bengal contains 300,01 2 square miles. 

Government —The Governor General is nominated hy the Court of Directors 
subject to tlioappiobatimi of I lie Crown. This exalted functionary is generally 
aided by n Supreme Council und the Comnniuder-hi-Chief, and assisted in niat- 
teisof jurisprudence by a Legislative Council appointed bv the Court. 

Products.- -Rice, In<fig<», Silk, Cotton, Opium, Ivory, Tobacco and various 
kinds ol drugs ; also Sugar, Hemp and flax in abundance. 

Cai.utJTTA —The capital oi ecat of Government is situated on the W. branch 
of the Hoogly 100 miles distant ft otn the sea. 1300 miles East of Bombay, 950 
South East of Agra, 1000 South East of D^dhi and 1030 North of Madras. It 
is the great emporium of British India whence resort ships of all tuitions. The 
appearance in approiichiuu irom the river is very magnificent and sufficient to 
entitle tbe metropolis to tbe term by which it is generally distinguished “ Tha 
city of palaces”. Thu town is about six miles In length but very liremilai In 
breadth. The houses oi the English and the wealthy Babuos ere very elegant: 
n few of the streets are wide but for the most part they are narrow and crook¬ 
ed. The fashionable part of the city is called Chowringhcc ; the mercantile 
part of the city, is comprised between Chsndpuul Ghaut and the mint. The 
-sity is surrounded by a circumvallation designated the Main at ta Ditch. 

The tanks are numerous mid well supplied with good water; they ars 
annually replenished fro.a the periodical rains. 

On the East bank of the river, at tMb end of the Esplanade and about a quar¬ 
ter of a mile below the city, is Fort William, « magnificent woik in the form of 
nn octagon, but so large u’s to require au extensive garrison fur its defence. It 
is sufficiently capacious to accommodate the whole Christian population of tha 
town. The works are stated to have cost two millions sterling. The garrison 
usually consists of one or two Regiments, acomplinwut of Artillery and a num¬ 
ber of artificers employed in the arsenal. 

On the Western side stunds the pnlnce or residence of the Governor erected 
by the late Marquis Wellesley whilst Governor Genera). One hundred and 
'forty thousand pounds sterling were expended in the erection. Captain Wyatt 
of the Bengal Engineers was the architect. t 

For tbe administration of justice there is Supreme Court and Courts of Appeal 
from circuit or Mofussil Courts of law and Criminal justice ; several Police 
1 Offices, and other municipal establishments 

Calcutta contains several Colleges, Literaly and Scientific associations, 
amongst which may be enumerated, Bishop's College, Lt Martfnleie, Hindoo Col- 
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lege, fttadrmn, Sanscrit College, Asiatic Society, Lyceum, public Li- 
biary and several private seminaries and inundation-). The public building* 
are not numerous but rest and some very ercdifhble ; of these we may mention. 
Government house, Orhterlony monument, NithopV College, Town Hull, La 
Mnrtiniere, Metcalfe Hall and St John's Cniheriiul. 

Like every other place in India tiie population lias not been correctly ascer¬ 
tained, for a's the Government du«* not impose a p-dl tax the mere ascertaining 
of the number of inhabitant-) is it-gnided with indifference. A census whs at¬ 
tempted by Captain Birch, auperinicmli nt of 1’olice in Jt?37, which eel down the 
population at only 22tt,7l)f>, ot which M-t.ttM were males and 84,81*2 funnies. A 
law years subsequently Captain Burl) took an account of the number oi persons 
who entered the town’every day iron) 4 a m., to 11 P. m, winch amounted to 
177,000. 

The periodic#! Lit°ratiire is ably conducted and very liberally supported. 
There are scveial daily , bi-weekly, and weekly join mils devoted to intelligence, 
secular amt religious knowledge. There lias lately appeared a quarterly Indian 
Review cn the plan of the “ Fmeign Quarterlv” which in point of littiary me¬ 
rit and ty pograpli ical appearance m unsurpassed by the “giant quarterlies’' 
at home. T|i“ie are also several aunind publu atiou*, including the valuable 
14 guide and directory” of Messrs Rushtoii.

The appearance of M adras is widely differeut to Calcutta or Bombay as the 
Europcanpaitottlietnwulssn.au, the respectable part of the community live 
in haudai*me residencies fr.-m two to ten miles distant and repair daily to tha 
town for transacting business. $ 

Madrasis an open roadstead with generally a heavy swell and surf. The boats 
used for communicating with the shipping Hre colled Massoula boats, and are 
tuude ot thin planks of tamarind wood sewed together, having over tha 
seams sonic straw instead of caulking : thus c^netiupted they yield to the waves 
and the s indy bescli like leHlier, W Iigii the weather Is very nnsettled or bolster* 
ous, a Bag is hoisted in irunt of the master attendant’s ottire and Ht soeh times 
these bbats are interdicted from quitting the beach. At such seasons comtauni- 
cation is kept up betwixt the shipping in the roads and the shore bv means of 
catamarans, winch consist of two or tbree logs of wood secured together.

According to the established form of the India Government in England, tin* 
Board of Coni rid consist of a first commissioner, who ia President, of two active 
commissioners, together with several commissioners, inclusive of tiie King’s prin¬ 
cipal cabinet ministers ; but nil these ex otlicic. and extra commhudoneis muy ba 
deemed honorary ns thev do not receive salarv or perform any duty , 

From the sear 17P4 until 171V.1 Ids Majesty's principal Secretary of state for the 
Home department was always the President of the India Board, without sdnry , 
on this footing Lord Viscount Sidmouth, Lord (Iremille, and Lord Melville, were 
successively appointed. In 1793, Parliament rlmntred the system,and the office 
of President whs made n separate appointment, with s «lary, 

Tim President lie-' now been salaiied for n period of fifty ytnrs, and in this short 
period no less flmn nineteen appointments hate been made : e*en three new Pre¬ 
sidents have lipen nppnhited to the i oird in a single veer, Sometimes, the Oriwn 
appointed a President who had made n voyage to India, as ia tbe cuse of Lord 
Boeltinjliamsiiire. 

The other sol.it Jed commissioners are generally appointed inconsequence of 
their claims on the pmtv in power, without anv reference whatever to tlieir ueca- 
Iitir qualifications for emt rolling the affairs of India. 

*F'rnrn 1781 until 183d the India Board had but oneaficretary, since then it has 
had two secretaries ; the. secretary in like manner with the commissioners, is a 
political partisan of the minister ol the day, who can get himself a scat in the 
House ot Commons 

The clerks do not go out of nflire with their patrons ; they are fixed officer*, 
brought up in the office, and rl-e hv seniority. Thev giie all their attention to 
their respective dutie*, and they understand the affairs under tlieir superinten¬ 
dence well. Under manifold disad i antages. the clerks are tbe recogniaeddeposi¬ 
tories of the Board’s knowledge of the affairs of India, 

In the year 18-11, the number of clerks below tbe rank of sanlor was ten, and 
thurewpsa precis writer. 

On fhe 7th of May, 1810, the secretory represented to the Board that he bad 
been oMiecd constantly to employ a private secretery, and that he should oft ma¬ 
ny occasions have been disabled but tor such assistance from executing ihe 
Board's orders with punctuality and ileanutch, and thut few persons In ah otflctal 
situation «uoh as lie had the honour to hold were without the assistance of some

This order consist* at present, exclusive of loielgn and honorary members, of 
nearly 800 individuals, or whom 27 are Civil grand Cross, 15 honorary Knights 
Stand Cross, 1*2 honorary Knight Commander*,‘27 honorary Companion* anatfaft 
remainder Naval and Military Ofhieis. 

By stature, Jan.,S, lbl6,tt is ordained, “for the purpose of Commemorating 
the auspicious terminal ion ol the long and arduous run test in which thi* Empire 
ha* been engaged,’' that the Order shall l.e composed of three classes, viz: 

1«T CLASS.- To consist of Knights Grand Crosses number not to azeeed ••• 
v/enty-lwo, exclusive of the Sovereign and Pi luce* of the blocd lioyal; twelve of 
the number may be appointed from the Civil and Diplomatic Services. Thin 
dignity not to be conferred upon any Officer (except the above twelve) who shall 
not bate attained the rank of Major General in the Army,of Rear Admiral la tbo 
Navy, and must have been previously appointed to the seconds lavs.

This order was instituted by the Prince Regent In the name of 111* Wlafesty 
Geo. Ill “ King oftlreat Britain,and Hanover/’ in I8t/>. The badge is auolil 
Maltese Cross ofeiulit points surmounted by a Crown,and haurlnu on its Centra 
the white Horse Surrounded by flie motto "A'ec Aspera iertent llibbti, sky 
bluu, watered. On the death of William IV, the power of conferring this dis¬ 
tinction passed, agi enable to statue it, to the Crown of Hanover, but It-dll enrols 
5>5 British Members, udmitfnd before that event— nf these 67 are Civil mid 135 
are also Members of the orders of the hath. The following are extracts from 
RoytO Ordinance of Institution dated ‘‘Cailton House, 12 th Aug. 1815 ” 

1. This new order of Knighthood is to be considered as instituted frnmfha 
12ih August 1816, and to be at tied the Guelpbie order, m commemoration of 
several important events For the more particular splendour ol this order the 
office nf Grand Master is for ever to be vested in the Crown of Hanover, IV. 
Theordei is to consist of three Classns, Grand Crosses,Comninnder* pnd Knights, 
VI. Only those ol our servants und subjects are to be received into the order 
who hove not only performed their services according to honor and ijotj, but who 
have particularly distinguished themselves or performed extianrdinaty services 
for their ' ountry, VII. This order triiea to those who obtain It, exclusive of 
the considers* jon for their services, not only precedence before those of their 
rank who do not possess it bat gives lothose who are not noble,for thsir person 
all the rights of nobility, and the admission to our Court attached thereto.

The pay of the European Troop* at the three Preiideneiee having 
been assimilated, and the (internment of India having authorized the issue-ot' 
the same In arrear, Mgreeablv to the practice observed under the Bengal Presi¬ 
dency, the following rules ale laid down for the gradual accomplishment ot that 
object. 

The pay of the European t'onimissioned officers of the Compnny’a Service will 
be paid in arrear in comh-rraiiy with ii'Stineiumi issued, to Fay-master umier 
the decision of (Juveniiiiviit, dated the Hth Fctuuary Ib38, namely- All othcera 
entering or returning to the service lrnm Europe and ell ih' sc piopiotcd, will not 
be allowed to diaw net pay in advance. r lhe peiiod fixed for the commencement 
of this arrangement was the 1st Fsbniary JK38, a tefisrence to the date of the 
Officer arrival in, or return to this country, or to Unit of the (iencial Ordei an¬ 
nouncing his promotion will enable the pay and audit departments to ascertain 
readily whether the pay of any Officer has or has not been thrown into arrear. 

The i ay ot the European Soldiers «f the Company’s service arriving from Eu¬ 
rope alt.rjho 1st May 1811, will he paid in arrear, and of iheNon-OmmmiHsi- n- 
ed Officer* and Soldier* previously in the seivice, (though actually paid in ad¬ 
vance; will beconsidcred ns paid in linear troui the above ilnte and issued in eve¬ 
ry respect In the same manner as the nay of the Men drawing piy in nrrear, 
with tins exception, nan el),—That v. lien such men become casualties the pay 
oveidruwn shall tie deducted fiom the abstract us at present 

Her Majesty’s Tioops, both Officer*and men of Regiments now on tins esta¬ 
blishment, and all who may hereafter join those Itegiments Irom Europe or else¬ 
where will continue to draw pay in advance as at present, but those belonging 
to Regiments placed on this Establishment alter the 1st May 1841, will diuw 
pay in arrear. 

The aggregate monthly anintint of the pay and allowances of the Officers of the 
reliev inglieginifiMi will be precisely ihebame as that drawn by Company's Offi¬ 
cers of corresponding ranks, the toliovnng Table shews the item included in the 
aggretute sum.

The situation of Superintending Surgeon to be considered a Staff Appointment, 
to which only those fitted for it by a zealous and able discharge of their Profes¬ 
sional Duties, shall be deemed eligible, and the. appointment to future vacancies 
will be made without referreuce to the order of suc< essluu, whenever it may be 
the opinion of Government, that such departure from Seniority 19 required ’for 
lbs maintenance of the Pnhiic Interests 

The present system, by which all Pensions in the Medical Seivice superior to 
those oi Surgeon. (Captain’* full pay after 17 year’s Service in India,) are de¬ 
pendant 011 protqptioo to the Staff Appointment of Superintending Surgeons is 
abolished, and In its stead the principle of granting those Pensions according to 
length of service established upon the following scale, vizt.

ART. 1 . Any Officer or Soldier, who ahull speak against any known Awiclr n 
the Christian Faith, ahull be delivered ovar to the Civil Magistrate, to be pio 
ceedod against accoidlitg to law.
